Seated the other day on a bench on the 


grassy lawn in the women's inclosure on 
the 
asylum 
grounds.

Burch, 


dressed in a blue-checked gingham dress, 
looked with a smile at the antics of a 
number of other female patients. 
One 


young woman was tumbling over on the 
grass trying to play handball. 
Another 


woman, with sandy hair, formerly a. bal- 
let dancer, was executing a series of 
terpsichorean gyrations. 
After each of 


her Impromptu ballets she ran up tb the 
fence, which she thought was a row of 
footlights, and grinned at the Imagined 
audience. 
None of the other old women 


paid any attention to her. They all had 
troubles of thefr own, an3 were walking 
around, mumbling. 


"I will be glad to leave here," said 


Jennie Burgh. 
"I expect to go live 


again with gran'pa." 


she answered "I do not know," with an 
absent-minded, indifferent air. On gen- 
eral subjects,she gave rational answers 
to every question. 
Her manner uas 


quiet. 


From one nurse it was learned that 


Jennie has talked very little since en- 
tering the asylum, seeking to avoid the 
other inmates, even those of her own 
age. 
She has done more reading than 


any other woman inmate. 
The Bible, 


though, has claimed little of her atten- 
tion. 
Poetry, woshs of fiction and his- 


tory have had a strong attraction for her. 


Though she has been at Matteawan 


only since March 
30, 1307, she, has 


changed 
considerably 
In 
appearance. 


She has "grown like a weed," to quote 
one of the officials. 


"She has never had one good cry since 


she has been here," said one of the 
nurses. 
She is not what would usually 


be called stolid, but suggests to those 


who have had her under observation an 
air of reserve and indifference. 
She 


rarely looks at a person straight In the 
eye. 
Her eyebrows are strongly arched 


and meet over the nose, whic h gives to 
her,countenance a frowning and slightly 
sinister aspect. 


HAS ONLY A FEW VISITORS. 


Her only visitors have been her moth- 


er, Mrs. Annie Pornwiski, and her grand- 
father, oid Philo Burch. 
Her own fath- 


er, who, according to the sworn testi- 
mony of her mother at the trial, was 
Isaac Stanton Field, scion of an old Put- 
nam county family, has never been near 
her &lnce she entered the asylum, and 
has not written or manifested the slight- 
est interest In her. Nor has any mem- 
ber of his family been heard from. 
The 


child still remains paternally disowned, 
and, 
for this reason, she has aroused 


more than the usual interest at the big" 
asylum, where there are over seven, hun- 


dred inmates. 


Superintendent I,amb 
wafe asked 
if 


Jennie Burch was likely to harm anyone 
after her release from trie asylum. 
"I 


think not," he said. 
"Certainly not, s'* 


far as we are able to judge, based on 
our observation of the girl. 
She is cer- 


tainly no more likely to do harm now 
than at any later period of her life." 


If released it Is considered unlikely 


that tho charge of arson will ever be 
pressed against the Burch girl. 
Some 


little time before she administered poi- 
son to the child she set fire to a biff 
double barn on the Winship farm. 
Her 


excuse for that was she had merely 
wanted to see if wet hay would burn. 
After she killed her little charge she at- 
tempted her own life with the- same poi- 
son. 
She could be tried for that, but 


it Is said to be improbable that any Bucli 
step will be taken.

WAS A STRANGER. 


Sarah Watkins entered London without 


•en acauainUr.ee. She was a siianger in 
& strange land and with firm convictions 
and a superior intellect she expounded 
before the clergy and the higher thought 
center of London, the relation of man ;o 
God and the i-erfect unity of God to man.

Not many months ago President Sulll- 


.'an of the Amateur Athletlo Union, when 
n Chicago, made the prediction that In

Claim Warden Yell 


Is To Resign Soon 


N'EW 
YORK, 
Sept. 
28.—Ticket 
agents in California, especially in the 
arger cities like San Francisco, have 
been thrown into a state of unrest by 
the report that some of their number 
have violated the law; that the facts 
are in possession of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and that an in- 
vestigation is probable. Last winter 
they were tempted by agents of lines 
east of Chicago to secretly accept com- 
missions. 
It Is an open secret now 
that the practice continued for 
some 


time. 
The Eastern lines in question 


•wanted more business, and adopted this 
method in order to get it. Their pas- 
senger departments saw they were not 
keeping up with the record of com- 
petitors In traffic 
from 
the 
Pacific 


Coast, especially steamship business. 
They were eager to 
make 
a. better 


showing, but were unable to find that 
their object 
could be toherwise at- 


tained. 
EASTERN ROADS FOLLOWED SUIT 


One line between Chicago and 
the 


Missouri river is believed to have been 
equallv ambitious In the same direc- 
tion, and to have taken the initiative 
with the result that the Eastern roads 
at once trailed in. The ticket agents 
were soon dreaming of a return of tht 
good old uays when commissions yield- 
ed them a greater revenue than thier 


actual salary. They were given assur- 
ances of protection that would save 
them from detection and consequent 
penalties. 
All went well for a time and commis- 
sions are said to have been freely paid 
and acepted for February. March and 
Anril. Then lines that were either not 
in the game or opposed to it began to 
show displeasure, particularly 
as they 
did not like the possibility of a restora- 
tion of old conditions. 


SECRET SERVICE INVESTIGATES. 
In some manner knowledge of what was 
going on reached the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 
Its secret service 
men were put to work to uncover the 
whole business. 
Information was gained 
that led the commission to meet and con- 
sider whether the practice did not tend 
to a violation of the law. Meantime the 
ticket agents from Seattle to San Fran- 
cisco were becoming the creuitors of cer- 
tain roads and one of them is said to 
have figured that spring travel wor'd net 
him not less than J600. 
All at once the rosy prospects were dis- 
sipated by failure to receive remittances. 
Instead, there; came oolite letters ex- 
pressive of regret that commissions could 
not be paid without getting into trouble. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission had 
been heard from by the Heads of pas- 
senger departments, who 
hastened to 
save themselves. 
Whether anything further will develop 
is not certain, but the ticket agents are 
In doubt and fear, though they do not 
hesitate to say bitter things ot the roads 
that turned them down when they put In 
their claims for commissions.

The daughter was appar- 
ently dead when the mother reached her 
side. 


At first nothing In the nature of evi- 


dence was found, but lated In the night, 
about ten feet from where the body lay, 
a razor was found which bore the name 
of Montgomery Ward & Co. The razor 
was closely examined and here the mys 
tery deepens. 
There was no trace of 


blood upon the handle or blade. 


NO BLOOD ON RAZOR. 


This was a great surprise to the cor-

John K. Tenor, the Grand Exalted 


Ruler of the Elks, in his first official 
circular which was recently received 
by the various branches of the order 
in Oakland,-San Francisco and other 
cities throughout the .country, deals 
rather extensively with the action of 
the lodge in regard to the use of elk's 
teeth by members of the 
order as 


watch charms, 


"This Is a subject upon which our 


order 
has been 
grossly 
misrepre- 


sented," says Mr. Tenor In the circu- 
lar. 
"Prominent 
newspapers have 


gone so far as to publish incorrect 
reports concerning the action taken 
by the Grand Lodge and thereby to 
create a prejudice against an organi- 
zation which has done more than any 
other 
agency 
or 
power 
for the 


preservation of the gentle animal from 
which it derives its name." 


Speaking in connection with this, 


Past Exalted Ruler Judge Henry A. 
Melvin of Oakland yesterday said: 


"The matter is now held In abey- 


ance until the next annual session of 
the order, which will be held at Dal- 
las, Texas. During the time the mem- 
,bers have been, requested to-retrain 
from 
using 
the teeth 
as emblems. 


Strange to say the tooth is not the 
recognized Insigna of the order. 


USED BY FORESTERS. 


"It was first used, I believe, by the 


Foresters. 
In relation to the alleged 


traffic in the teeth, I will say that 
some time ago I read an article in an 
Eastern magazine telling of the ar- 
rest and punishment of two hunters 
who confessed to killing the animals 
merely for their teeth. I wrote to the 
prosecuting officer in the county 
in 


v-hich the case was tried. 
I found 


that the attorney had been elected 
Juclgp, and he wrote to me that the 
account was grossly exaggerated, 


"At the assembly Philadelphia ses-

Tainted Goods. 


After condemning many pounds of 


spoiled and moldy meat in restau- 
rants, compelling rtshmen to dump nil 
stale fish in the ash heap and forcing 
butchers, merchants and milkmen to 
obey the sanitary 
laws of the city, 


especially in relation to food products, 
Food Inspector J. yf, Downey of Oak- 
land thinks that as a \\hole Oakland 
is in a better sanitary condition thin 
any other city of its siee 
on 
the 


Coast. 


Downey Inspects the meat markets, 


the cold storage plants, the restau- 
rants, the free market and the mill; 
depots twice a week. The most trouble 
he meets with is in the free market, 
at 
Fifth and 'Washington 
streets. 


Here there are tons of fruit, vegeta- 
bles, canned goods, frosh meats nnd 
flsh sold and put on sale every Wed- 
nesday and Saturday. 
The peddlers 


and small merchants in 
many cases 


buy their goods at a reduced figure, 
because they will not keep, according 
to Downey, and it requires constant 
vigilance to see that the pure food 
laws are not violated. 
Oflen he will 


condemn several 
cases of strawber- 


ries, melons, grapes or other perish- 
able goods. Naturally, the merchants 
complain bltterlv and the next time 
make effort to conceal any question- 
able fruit, vegetables or meats they 
might have. 


RESn/TS SATISFACTORY. 


"But I have got things pretty well 


regulated in the free irarkct district 
now," said Downev yesterday, "and it 
is not very often I am forced to con- 
demn large quantities of goods. 
Of 


course there are some persons whom 
I must -natch 
constantly, otherwise 


they would try and run In n lot 
of 


halt-spoiled goods on the buyers." 


The 
milk 
ordinance requires 3 


per cent hutterfat. 
Inspector 'Downey 


has caused the arrest of a number of 
dairymen and has as many convictions 
for violating this ordinance. 
As a 


whole the milk of Oakland compares 
fnvorablv with that of any other citv 
or town about the hay. The Board of 
Health during a year past has dwelt 
upon the pure milk ordinance and 
commanded its enforcement to the let- 
ter

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Trouble With Asiatics Growing. 


'All along the Pacific Coast from Alaska to the Mexican border, 


Asiatics a-e just row giving ir.ore trouble thai* usual. Three races 
of them are involved—Chinese, Japanese and Hindoos. The Chinese 
are oretty -well under control through the operation of the exclusion 
act on American-territory and a head tax imposed in British Colum- 
bia which is practically prohibitive. 
, 


With the Japanese and the Hindoos matters are, however, dif- 


ferent. No exclusion laws lie ag-ainst them. The contract labor and 
general immigration laws and the quarantine regulations are the 
only bulwarks of defense against the steadily increasing influx of 
these undesirables. But these laws and regulations operate equalh 
against al' races, assimilable as well as non-assimilable. And while 
occasional Japs and Hindoos, like immigrants of other nationalities, 
are being turned back "at the frontier," because they are contract 
laborers, . r are afflicted with contagious diseases, or, owing to their 
lack of money, threaten to become a public charge if admitted, the 
great mass of these unwelcome immigrants effect a landing to enter 
anto competition with our own people in the field of labor. And the} 
are coming in such increasing numbers that they are creating a 
grave state of public unrest which forbodes no good. 


The presence of these unexcluded Asiatics is inciting infractions 


of the public peace. Violent scenes have been already enacted on 
British as well as on American soil, in which Japanese and Hindoos 
were the conspicuous figures in the storm centers. In the Atlin, 
B. C, gold mining district, the Japanese have been forcibly driven 


• out. At Vancouver, B. C., the Oriental quarter was recently mobbed, 


the Japanrse shops wrecked, and a large batch of Hindoo immigrants 
denied'la-iding. At Bellingham Bay, Wash., the presence of the 
same grcrip of Hindoo immigrants created another riotous demon- 
stration. The swarminef of the same race : .io the southern counties 
of this strte is giving rise to trouble in that quarter. 


The opposition to the .unrestrained admission of the Japanese 


to British Columbia does not seem to be disturbing the Dominion 
government, however. Sir Wilfred Laurier, the Canadian premier, 
according to the report of a speech which he delivered the other day 
before thf Manufacturers' Association at Toronto, has been appar- 
ently unmoved by the Atlin and Vancouver incidents, and evinced 
a. disposit on to treat them lightly as unimportant local occurrences 
[which do not interest the confederation generally or call for any 
change ir Canadian policy affecting the immigration of Asiatics 
iLike the Eastern opponents to Chinese exclusion, Laurier's pro- 
Japanese views are influenced by trade considerations. He maintains 
•that the trcaty with Japan, which grants the subjects of the Mikado 
the right of entry to British territory and the enjoyment there sub- 
sequently of the privileges accorded to the subjects of the most 
favored nation, has been the means of promoting trade to an extent 
beneficial to Canadian farmers and manufacturers. "We are just 
commencing," he is quoted as saying, "to reap the benefit of this 
trade, anc1 to denounce the treaty would be simply panic, and, for 
my part, I am not disposed, xvhether in this or any other case, to 
act in a panic." This is the reply which the Canadian premier has 
given to the people of Winnipeg who joned with the British Co- 
lumbians in demanding an annulrrent of the treaty and the passage 
by the DC minion parliament of restrictive Asiatic legislation. 


We :vre concerned in what Canada does in regard to Asiatic 


immigration only so far as it affects our proximity to Canadian ter- 
ritory 
That proximit} has affected us thus fir up to the point 


where 0111 own territory has been sought as an asylum by the unde- 
sirable Asiatics which British Columbia has refused to admit. This 
condition is, of course, intolerable There is no doubt but what the 
subject of extending the operation of the exclusion laws to all 
Asiatics vill be brought up at tht coming session of Congress, and 
that the Pacific Coast delegation will be as solidly united on the 
amendme H as they were on the passage of the act in force. Senator 
Flint and Representative MacLachlan have been both moved by the 
present irflux of Japanese and Hindoos into Southern California to 
express ttiemselves in the strongest terms in favor of the exclusion 
of all Asiatics as a necessary measure of self-defense.

SCORCHING AGAIN 


Oakland's Commercial Future. 


While an honest difference of opinion exists in the community 


regarding the manner in \vhich the water front shall be improved 
and utilized in the interests of commerce, the citizens of Oakland 
are a urn- in their belief regarding its future status as a great sea- 
port. Thi=i city may never attain the position that the ambition of 
Mayor Vott seeks for it, namely that of becoming "the park city 
of the we rid," which is a commendable ambition in its way; but it 
is certainlv in the race for commercial supremacy on the Pacific 
Coast. V e are handicapped on the premiership of public park area 
by both San Francis-co and Los Angeles, the former having acquired 
a large domain for that purpose in the disposition by the legislature 
of the pueblo lands, and the latter has obtained possession of a still 
larger area through private gift. Our parks may, however, in future 
become m less attractive and famous through liberal and intelligent 
treatment 
But Oakland's opportunities for commercial development 


on an expensive scale are infinitely superior to any other Pacific Coast 
city. The- achievement of making it the most important entrepot 
of Weste-n commerce depends solely on the methods employed in 
adapting ts water front to the uses of ocean shipping. 


The improvement of this water front is now in its debatable 


stage. THE TRIBUNE has not favored the proposed construction 
and direc control of \\harves by the municipality. So much of the 
water front as it has heretofore possessed unchallenged, improved 
and managed has not been profitable. The city's wharves have never 
paid 
for 
themselves, 
and 
probably 
never 
will, 
although 


wharves 
under private owners'iip in close proximity to the 


•mumcipa' 
wharves are highh 
profitable 
assets. 
The Har- 


bor 
League, which has been organized for the 
purpose of 


advocating- the construction and maintenance of wharves and docks 
at municipal expense along the uroccupied part of the city front, is, 
however, gaining strength. There is no den\ ing that fact. What will 
be the ultimate outcome of the mo/ement is, of course, problematical 
(The moviment premises a large addition to the municipal debt. The 
assumption of the obligation involved in the measure must, however, 
be decide! at the polls by the people. If two-thirds of those voting 
at a bond election, should one ever be called for the purpose of raising 
any giver indebtedness within the legal powers of the municipality to 
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contract, the Harbor League's project will have to be carried out, 
whether the final results be good or bad—a source of profit or a 
positive loss. 


But whatever may be the outcome in that respect, this fact re- 


mains indisputable: Oakland has fifteen miles of water front capable 
of being doubled by an intelligent treatment in the laying out of 
docks and wharves, without considering the many miles of frontage 
lying north of the northern boundary line to Point Richmond, or 
the southern side of the estuary. Of course, all of this will come in 
time within the boundaries of the Greater Oakland of the future 
San Francisco has only an available frontage of about seven miles 
This is not susceptible of expansion, as that city foolishly parted 
with the big natural basins along its shore line, which could have 
been utilized advantageously for the uses of commerce and the con- 
centration of the shipping carrying it. San Francisco has, in fact, 
nearly reached the limit of its available water front, and its surplus 
commerce of the future must, consequently, seek a foothold on this 
side of the bay, where ship and railroad car naturally come together 
The assumption that Oakland will, therefore, ultimately become the 
great commercial entrepot of the Pacific Coast is not at all un- 
reasonable.

It is not a real easy task to de- 
tect the thief from the straightforward 
man In a. ereat rush, where hundreds of 
people are waiting for tickets and change, 
It is no child's play to manage the great 
mobs that ask for transportation to all 
parts of California, nor Is It a simple 
matter to remember the hours of the dif- 
ferent trains as they come in and go out. 
This is one of the qualifications of a 
ticket agent. To work rapidly with the 
hands la also an important point, but ot 
leisW consideration than Chat of quick- 
nes* of the eye, Qiticknen at thought and 


The ticker agerta are accountable fo~ 
all the mone> they take In and all they 
gi\e out, and rarelj, if ever, are able 
to show that they have taken In too much 
mone> from the publfc 
'j-tie public Is 


generally very careful in giving the exact 
amount required for the purchase of their 
tickets, and consequently the ticket agent 
does not assume any unnecessary respon- 
sibility. 
If there are any shortages at 


the end of the day the agent will have 
to make up the difference with the com- 
pany. 


At certain times during the rush hours, 
either in the morning or in the evening, 
one would ord narilv suppose that the 
ticket agents would collapse as a result 
of the strain upon their nerves and mental 
powers, but such is never the case 
They 


are possessed with a remarkable quan- 
tity of will power and seem to control 
tnemselves admirably.

For All Crimes 


A Russian Nobleman 


Who Made Good 
in Free America 


SAN FRAN CISCO, Sept. 28.—Abe Euef has been granted 


complete immunity by the graft prosecution. 
The papers have 


been signed and sealed, placed in escrow and they mil be turned 
over to Ruef just as soon as he gives the testimony necessary to 
convict the people the men behind the movement desire to put in 
jail for their own personal reasons. 


When the graft prosecution was started it was for the sim- 


ple purpose of putting Kuef and Schniitz out of business. 
Dis- 


trict Attorney Langdon announced that it was his aim and am- 
bition to place the mayor in stripes. 
Francis J. Heney de- 


clared that it was the one object of his life to send Abe Ruef to 
San Quentin. 
Ruef had called him a liar and a murderer in 


public and Heney's friends declared that the persecutor had no 
personal grievance against any of the selected victims save Ruef. 


In addressing the Schmitz jury, Heney raised his hand 


above his head, rolled his e\ es skyward, and shouted in his most 
dramatic manner: 


" J will send Abe Ruef to State's Prison if it is the last act 


of my life." 


All the while Abe knew definitely that he was not to be 


punished and that everything necessary would be done to keep 
him out of State's Prison by the alleged prosecutors. 


Ruef was and certainly is the worst man that ever disgraced 


a municipality. 
His one object in getting pov%cr was to be in 


a position to rob and plunder. 
As soon as Schmitz was elected 


he started on his career as a highway man. 
Nothing was too 


great for him to steal and nothing too small for him to extort 
from anyone in search of a favor within his giving. 
Friend- 


ship was to him a myth. He stole from friend and foe, from 
the rich and from the poor whenever he got an opportunity and 
in each and every instance his demand was all the traffic would 
bear. 


Ho stole from the men who helped him and he held up all 


who attacked him regardless of the consequences. As the years 
went by and his power grew greater his lust for thieveiy intensi- 
fied. Whether it was the shameful earnings from unforunate 
outcasts or the income of a corporation made no difference to 
him. 
What he wanted was money, and during the six years he 


was a leech on the public of San Francisco he robbed, swindled, 
extorted and blackmailed to the extent of over $2,000,000.

now that he has been granted immunity he will be able to take 
this vast siun of money and live like a prince in Europe. 


The testimony of the despicable Gallagher as to how Ru- 


dolph Spreckles participated in the immunity arrangements has 
'disgusted the people of San Francisco. Gallagher stated that a 
part of the money he got through blackmail is now in the safe 
deposit vaults of the First National Bank, the president of 
which is Spreckels. 


I have no doubt that P. H. McCarthy and the other Union 


Labor candidates will use the granting of immunity to the thiev- 
ing supervisors and to Abe Ruef, their boss, as effective argu- 
ments towards their election.

St. Gaudens discovered her she was a biscuit shooter in a Ver- 
mont hash-house. 
For a raving beauty to be working honestly 


to earn her bread is, in the eyes of these whole-souled purists, 
another crime. 
Unfortunately, however, the faculty for mak- 


ing money seldom goes tandem with the faculty for making 
beauty. 


Now if these up-to-date enthusiasts would stop and think 


for a moment they would hesitate before making themselves 
such picturesque asses. 
If tliev insist upon an American face 


to decorate our new currency they should object to having that 
currency designed by other than an American. 


Now Augustus St. Gaudens was not an American. He was 


an Irishman, having been born in Dublin. 
Broadly speaking, 


the fact that from all the world the government selected St. 
Gaudeus to design the new coins ought to be a sufficient guar- 
antee that it is not an unpardonable crime to use the portrait 
of an Irish beauty to decorate them, even if she is poor. 


Politics promises to be a continuous vaudeville from now 


on till election day. 
Tom Eagan's walk-out of the Union 


Labor convention on the ground that he could not stand P. H. 
McCarthy is to be followed by other carefully rehearsed stunts 
to keep the honest man guessing and the reporters jumping.

was good enough for'him. 


Von der Ropp made a number of improvements in tho 


methods of reducing ores, and made the Selby works a big 
paying proposition. 
He still receives a royalty on a metal 


saving device invented by him. 
When the Guggenheims 


bought the Selby .works they offered von der Ropp a large 
salary to remain with them, but he declined the offer. 
Having 


amassed a handsome competence, he desired to travel and more 
freedom of action. 
His profession henceforth' will be con- 


sulting engineer and examining expert for mining enterprises. 
While his children are being educated his family will reside in 
Switzerland. 


Von der Ropp will be a great loss to the club Lfe of San 


Francisco and Oakland, and his family will be sorely missed 
from the lakeside set in which they were prominent.

American lady. 
The children of this American mother mil

I hear that the President's political advisers are very much 


worried o\er the situation in California, caused by the Berkeley 
postoffic" inw and the tactics of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League. 
Roose\ clt himself is annoyed at Banjo-eyed Wheeler for getting 


him in an uncomfortable pickle with the California delegation 
on the eve of a long session of Congress, fraught with the gravest 
-political consequences. Echoes of the disturbance caused by 
Wheeler are ringing all over the country. Neither Merrill nor 
Thomas is of any political consequence, but the turning down 
of the united delegation of a whole State by the President is a 
big political event. This one has stirred no end of resentment, 
and is being talked over by national politicians from Maine to 
Texas. 


The President's summary appointment of Merrill has 


touched every Republican Senator and Congressman m a tender 
spot. That a college president should butt into the political 
game and show himself stronger at the White House than two 
Senators and eight Congressmen combined has caused suortings 
of wrath thousands of miles from here. 
Every tune a 


newspaper gloats over the way Roosevelt has slapped the Cali- 
fornia delegation in the face fueHs added to the flame. 


Thus the Berkeley postomce wrangle has become a national 


affair, and may have an important bearing on who gets the 
nomination to succeed Roosevelt. It will not tend to smooth 
the way for administration legislation in the Congress which 
meets nest December. 


The President takes the ground that he took Wheeler's 


recommendation solely that Berkeley might get a competent 
postmaster. Unfortunately, this excuse puts the California dele- 
gation in the position of recommending an incompetent map.. 


But that is not the worst of it. The newspapers which have 


been booming the Lincoln-Roosevelt movement persistently as- 
seit that Merrill's appointment proves that the President de-^~ 
sires to smash the Republican organization of this State. The! 
Eastern press generally has accepted this view, and are using the 
incident as a pretext for basting the party machine everywhere. 
As a result, antagonism to the President and Secretary Taft is 
found in many States. 


Taft does not relish the idea of being made a vicarious sacri- 


fice for Bain'o oyed Wheeler, and is rather disconcerted at the 
suggestion t^ * he has gone out of his way to build up a for- 
midable opposition to his administration where none existed be* 
fore. 


So the Berkeley incident is becoming rather momentous, 


and something is likely to drop pretty soon. As soon as Congress 
meets, the President will be rather pointedly interrogated as to 
vJiether the appointment of Merrill is a precedent that is likely 
to be followed in future.

The waves churned 
the stuff Into a. gre at cake, the water acting as a flux for 
the oil and potash. 


"I kept the crew throwing everything from the brig, 


and soon the soap island was a pretty respectable size. 
We threw all the provisions and gear of the ship that was 
handy- on to the island, and just before the brig sank we 
all climbed out on to: the soap. 


"Under the tropical sun it dried into a nice hard, big 
raft larger than our little brig had been. We had saved 
some of the rigging of the Anna, and I had the crew set 
up a fore and main mast. Then we sliced the front into 
a sort of bow. and at the stern we rigged a rudder and 
wheel 
We also cut a cabin and storerooms in it and 


made it home-like. 


"Well sir I navigated that soap ship clear to the Friend- 


ly Island. There the natives came out. and we would cut 
miles 
off big- chunks of soap and barter it with them for pearls 
and other valuable articles. They ha'd never before seen 
soap, so it was an act of charity to sell it to them. 
"By the "time wereached Samoa our soap had been cut 


down" to the size of. a ship's longboat, but we were pretty 
wealthy. We sold the last of the soap in Apia and took 
passage home, first class. 


"Yes, that was about the most Interesting experience 


and the most profitable, in my career." And the old skip- 
per smoked up.
